Seatrie, W. T., June 6.—A fire broke out 
at2 p.m. today, inthe Pontius building, on 
Front street, and by 4:30 p. im. was raging 
over a district of five or six biocks, with tre- 
mendous fury. The wind was from the north, 
and the direction of the fire was along the v a- 
ter on Front street, and from the water front

As I have said 
on a former occcasior “If ever: I re pudiate, 
disown or apologize for the eause for which Lee 
fouvlt and Jackson died, maythe lightning of 
heaven birst me, and the scorn of gcod women and 
true men be my portion, Aguin Ilsay that the confed- 
ernte who fas deseried since the wars, is infinitely 
Worse than oue who deserted during the war, for 
the former hasgone overtothe enemy at no per-

Among her effects 
was a Bible and in it was.a message to be filed 
at Altoonaand addressed to the Methodist 
book concern at 20 East Tenth street New 
New York, announcing that she was on the 
train. Her watch, some money and a Greek 
Testament were also found. It isevident that 
many lives were lost on this train, more than 
at first supposed. The whole train’s fate is 
still a mystery, at least the passengers have 
not so far been found and located. The body 
of a nicely dressed lady was found yesterday, 
which was so much decomposed as to be un- 
recoznizable. The effects of Miss Christman 
were sent to Altoona. 

A ROW IN CAMPS, 

There was asmall sized riot at the labor 
camp this morning on account of there not be- 
ing food enough for the men or utensils to 
cook it with. Mr, Flinn, who is at the 
head of the labor bureau, made a speech to 
the men and stated that it was impossible to 
get things down from the railroad, but that 
they would be gotten down as soon as possible. 
He alsostated thatthey did not want men 
who expected to live on the fat of the land, 
and that this was principally a work of char- 
ity, even though men did get paid for their 
work. 

A few minutes after this, as Mr. Fiinn was 
drinking some black coffee and eating some 
hard crackers and cheese, two workmen came 
up to himand commenced to complain be- 
cause they did not have soup and meat. This 
enraged Mr. Flinn, and after telling them that 
he thought he was used to good eating as they 
were, he ordered the guards totake the men 
out of town and not permit them to come 
back again. This seemed to have the desired 
effect and there was no more trouble. 

This morning twenty time Keepers from 
Pittsburg arrived and they are now hard at 
work getting the names of the men employed. 

This morning it was stated that five thous- 
and men were at work and itis expected by 
tomorrow at least ten thousand men will be 
employed, but even this large force of men 
will not be able to remove the debris in less 
than several weeks. Last night about five 
hundred of the laborers bad no tents to sleep 
in, but word has been received from Wash- 
ington that tents are on ‘their way and itis 
expected they will arrive tonight.

NOT MUCH SICKNESS 


tut the Doctors Apprehend Much Mental 
Trouble Among the Survivors. 

PALADELPAHIA, June 6.—A special dispatch 
to.the Medical News of this city from a staff 
correspondent at Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 
today, 

“Notwithstanding the fact that many of the 
reporters of the daily papers have sent mes- 
sages from here indicating that diseases, the 
result of exposure, were exceedingly common, 
the fact is that in the three largest hospitals 
very few cases of any Kind exist, and in over 
ninety per cent of these, the individuals are 
suffering from injuries occurring during and 
after the flood. Cases of pneumonia are very 
few, and- the report that measles is, 
to ry large extent, epidemic is 
entirely false. Too much care cannot be exer- 
cised in the selection and dispensing of much 
of the second-hand clothing which is sent for- 
ward inrelief trains by charitable persons. 
From some of the clothing which we saw dis- 
tributed, we feel sure thatthe lack of such 
care may readily result in the production of a 
large amount of contagious diseases. 

NO DANGER FROM MALARIA, 

“The danger of malarial poisoning, we be- 
lieve, not present, simply because the condi- 
tions favorable to the production of such 
miasma are absent. The water sweeping 
through the valley with enormous force, has 
carried the soft mud of the river banks to dis- 
tantand low lying bottom lands and has coy- 
ered the entire site of Johnstown with a layer 
of pure sandand gravel, varying in depth 
from a few inches toa foot. Asthe con- 
sequence of this, all cesspools 
have not only been thoroughly 
washed out but afterwards filled with sand. 
Every particle of dirt and ciiy filth has been 
washed away and it would be hard to find, 
hygenically speaking, amore cleanly spot than 
the main portion of what was once Johnstown. 
The danger will be the accumulation of new 
filth owing tothe large number of stiraugers

THE KILLING OF DP. OWENS PY WIS 
STEPSON, 


WHILE HE'S PROTECTING HIS MOTHER 


Dr. Owens Abuses Wis Wifeina Vile Manner, 
When Her Sou Comesto Her Defense 
and Kills His Stepfather. 


GREENVILLE, 8. C., June 6.—/Special.J— 
An inquest was held over the body of Dr. J. 
O. Owens, who was siiot and killed Saturday, 
near Pendleton, 8. C., by his step son, William 
Owens. During the inquest it was clearly 
shown that young Owens acted in self-defense, 
the dead man astill holding the open knife in 
his hand, with which he made the murderous 
assault. <A verdict of justifiable homicide 
was rendered by the jury. 

THE PROVOCATION, 

It appears that Dr. Owens had been to Cen- 
tral, and while there became intoxicated. On 
his return home he began abusing his wife, 
calling her the vilest of names, and struck her 
several blows. His step son, who was standing 
by, remonstrated with him, and begged him 
‘not to strike his mother any more,’’ but his 
interference seemed to infuriate him all the 
more, and he _ struck the boy in his 
face, and rushed at him with his 
knife. Young Owens told him to “stand back or 
he would kill him,” the enraged man paid no 
heed to this timely warning but 

RUSHED ON TO HIS DEATH, 
andashe came up young Owens shot him 
through the heart, killing him almost instantly. 
The deceased is between farty-five and fifty 
years of age and came to Pendletoa from Geor- 
gia, where he got into a difficulty with a man 
by the name of Turnbull and cut his throat. 
William Owens is a young man of only 
eighteen years, and was at one time a student 
of Furman university of this city. 

CURED BY FAITH. 

A remarkable case of ‘faith cure’’ was dem- 
onstrated yesterday at a revival meeting which 
is being conducted by two women in this city. 
During the meeting an old woman who 
has been for a long time ae $—suf- 
ferer from rheumatism - and partially 
paralyzed, was made the subject for prayer by 
the revivalists, who prayed earnestly that she 
might be restored to health.

ENTERING THE WOUDEN BRIDGE 
on Which the corpse lay. 

Means immediately surrendered himself to a 
constable, demanding the protection of the 
law, and declaring that he killed Prioleau in 
defense of his family honor. Upon the finding 
of the coroner's jury he was committed to Fair- 
field jail, where het now is.

There is to be this diffe ‘T- 
ence in the two services: The members of 
the stock exchange are to reecive their quota 
tions from one totwo minetes abead of ‘those 
sold to outsiders. Thereis to be thie other 
change, too, from the recent terms: Instead 
of the long est; ablished rate of S10 per 
ticker per month, £25 per month is to be charge 
ed. It-is elaimed by the stock exchange ade 
thorities that even if the courts coinpel thems 
to make a public distribution of the quotations, 
the delay of one or two minutes provided for 
in their outside service will be quite sufficient 
to head off the schemes off the bucket shops, 
who can thrive ouly by having immediate 
quotations,

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THE FATAL BULLET 
PUTSAN END TO THE LIFE OF ZACH. 
ALE YWINE. 


The Night Watchman of the Marietta and 
North Georgia Kead Slain by Bob Howell 
~The Particulars of the Tragedy. 


Marietta, Ga., June 6.—{Special.j—Ex- 
actly asthe town clock struck eleven, and 
mingling with the strokes, came the report of 
three pistol shots in rapid succession, and fol- 
lowing were the mortal cries of a man in death 
agony. Thereports came from the shops of 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, and 
were from a forty-four calibre “ball dog’’ pis- 
toi fired by Robert L. Howell, at Zack Aley- 
wine, watchman at said shops, One of them 
struck him near the ceuter of the breast mak- 
ing a wound, from which he 

DIED BEFORE HELP COULD REACH HIM, 

l'rom testimony given before the coroner's 
jury this morning, the facts of the killing are 
about as follows: Bob Howell nad purchased 
on credit a lot of potato slips from Aleywine, 
valued at $1.05. When Aleywine sent a friend 
tu Tiowell to ask for the money, Howell made 
some insulting reply, and said that he would 
see Aleywine later about it. Shortly before 
11 o'clock Howell went to the railroad shops, 
having borrowed a pistol from afriend. Ex- 
actly what occurred will never be known, as 
no one saw the fatal encounter. Aleywine 
was found dead in a locomotive that he had 
been cleaning, the blood flowing from a horri- 
ble wound in his breast. The bullet had | 

STRUCK HIS WATCH CHAIN, 
taking off two links. The other two shots 
that were fired struck the engine and flattened 
themselves against the iron. There was a 
man sleeping ina car in the shops who was 
awakened by the reports of the pistol, and he 
lighting a torch, went out to see what was the 
matter, found Aleywine in the death struggle. 
Others soon came up and helped to 
LAY OUT THE DEAD MAN, 

taking him out of the engine cab where he 
had fallen. 

After the shooting, young Howell went to 
his father’s house and told what he had done. 
His father then went with him to the scene of 
the murder, and found that he had told the 
truth, after which they went to the house of 
the Hon. A. S. Clay and engaged him as coun- 
sel. While they were there Mayor Glover and 
Marshal Coryell came up, and young Howell 
was taken into custody, and carried to town 
and 

- PLACED IN COBB COUNTY JAIL, 
where he stillis. Howell said that he was 
going to give himself up. On the way back to 
town some one called out to the arresting party 
and asked what was the matter, Howell said 
that it was Bob Howell, and that he had killed 
Zack Aleywine. 

It is said by some that Aleywine started to- 

ward Howell in the fatal difliculty 

WITH A DEADLY WEAPON, 
and that Howell! shot him to save his own life. 
Nothing was found inthe engine that would 
be suflicient to cause another’s death, and 
Aleywine was killed in the cab of the engine, 
the shot ranging upwerd. [From the position 
of the wound some think that he was sitting 
down when the fatal shot was fired. 

The coroner’s jury was empaneled at eight 
o’clock and held session until twelve, bringing 
in verdict of murder. 

Aleywine was about thirty-two years of age, 
and came hert about ten years ago from Stew- 
art county, near Lumpkin. He had been 
married twice, and left four .small children— 
two by each wife. His last wife is still living, 
and has practically no means. Aleywine was 

A GOOD AND PEACEABLE CITIZEN, 
and well liked by all who knew him. 

Howell is a son of Mr. Archibald Howell, of 
this city, and is about twenty-three or twenty- 
four years of age, is very well connected, his 
family occupying a high social position here. 
His family are plunged into the deepest 
trouble on his account. He has always been 
wild, and was said to have been drinking last 
night at the time the fatal affair occurred. 

Rumor says that he was 
NOT ALONE. WHEN THE FATAL SHOT WAS FIRED, 
but was accompanied by a companton. This 
fact, however, was not brought out at the cor- 
oner’s inquest. The pistol used is now in 
possession of Messrs. Clay & Blair, the prison- 
er’s attorneys. Besides Messrs. Clay & Blnir, 
Gober & Alexander and Colonel C. D. Phil- 
lips have been retained to defend the prisoner. 

It is not known whether or not Judge W. J. 
Winn will allow Howeil to go out on bail. His 
attorneys, as yet, haye not made application 
for it.

In the current issue of Harper’s Monthly 
Mr. George William Curtis has a bright 
little essay on statesmen and _ politicians. 
He defines the difference between them 
vely neatly. The statesmen are the men 
who invoke the moral sentiment in public 
who seek oflice with no other end in 
view tham the linprove ment of the condition 
of the people, and the protection of their 
rights and liberties. 

The politician, on the other hand, is the 
person who secks public office to use it to 
hig own private advantage; or who, if he 
do not: seek office for himself, seeks it for 
those whom he can use for the benefit of 
his own private end 

The Boston Herald, commenting on this 
definition, says that ‘‘the weakness of our 
form of government, as illustrated in its op- 
eration in this country at the present day, 
is the comparatively few men to which the 
term statesman, as illustrated in the career 
of John Bright, is applicable.”’ 

It is our opinion, however, that the form 
of government has nothing to do with it, 
and that our particular form is as strong as 
ever it was. ‘The present is always the 
worst time; it was so in Washington’s day, 
and it has been so all There is a 
streak of good-humored pessimism running 
through the American mind, and nothing 
can obliterate it. 

The people are amply able to take care of 
themselves, and they invariably do so when 
the necessity arises. They have a way of 
their own of disposing of politicians that is 
both interesting and important. The prob- 
ability is that there are a great many disin- 
terested men in politics today who have never 
caught the ear of the newspapers. 

‘There seems to be a woful lack of states- 
manship in legislation, but the real need of 
modern legislation is honesty and fidelity on 
the part of those who are not statesinen. 
Statesmanship, if we may recur to Mr. Cur- 
tis’s definition,implies something more than 
a moral purpose,though that element is nec? 
essary. It implies a profound intellectual 
quality, in which foresight, sagacity, cour- 
age, morality and disinterestedness are all 
combined.

The New Orleans Picayune’s argument 
that beeanse vicious and ignorant negroes, 
as shown by the recent voudou incident in 
Louisiana, are capable of dragging down 
the superior race to their own level, it is 
therefore foolish and fanatical cant to talk 
about educating and civilizing the negroes, 
has drawn forth a protest from the Colum- 
bia Register. 

But the Register, while advocating the 
education of the negroes, admits thata de- 
graded and vicious class has an infecting 
Anfluence on human society. Our South 
Carolina contemporary, however, believes 
that the influences of our free school sys- 
tet will root out the ingrained superstition 
of the negroesamong us, and elevate them 
morally and intellectually. 

No one need fear that the experiment 
will not be fairly tried. The schoolmaster 
is on top and is going to stay there until he 
hasdone his work. ‘The millions already 
expended for the education of the negroes 
will be supplemented by other millions, 
until we have a schoolmaster on every hill 
arid the finest lot of educated African- 
Americans that the world ever saw.

Wednesday’s discussion culminated in the 
passage of aresolution providing that the en- 
tire board visit and examine the proposed 
routes in a body In accordance with this res- 
olution the commissioners went out yesterday 
and took a look at the two proposed roads, 

The commissioners were accompanied by 
meimbers of the board of directots of the con- 
federate home. The directors are unanimous 
in favor of whatis knownas the Kobinson 
road, and which will start somewhere near 
Fort Walker. 

Before taking in tho situation a majority of 
the county commissioners were in favor of the 
Ormewood ronte, which it is claimed can be 
graded much cheaper than that favored by 
the minority and by the directors of the home. 

Both routes were thoroughly surveyed, and 
the advantages offered by each were carefull? 
considered, but no definite decision has yet 
been arrived at. 

It is generally believed, however, that the 
Robinson road, which ovens directly in front of 
the main building of the home,and which 
is earnestly advocated by the directors of the 
confederate home, will be the one adopted. 
This opinion prevails strongly among the di- 
rectors Who went out with the commissioners 
yesterday, and theysay, even if it does cost 
the county alittle more, that should not be 
considered, asthe pood of the home isthe 
main object of the road, and that its best in- 
terests will be best subserved bythe selection 
of the Robinson road. 

Hoth roads begin at the same point, near 
Grant park, on the west side, but one enters at 
the front of the home, while the other opens 
up behind. 

The decision of the commissioners is awaited 
with considerable interest, both by property 
owners along the route and those directly in- 
terested in the ho home.

The Effect of Education. 

JUNE 2, 1889.—Editors Coustitution: “A 
Watcher on the Tower,” in today’s Sunday edition 
of THE CONSTITUTION, adds his conviction to that 
of many others that education unfits the negro for 
ogricuitural pursuiis—manuallabor. He strength- 
ne his position by claiming the testiraony of hun- 
dreds of tarmers corroborate his own. 

With no view of originating a controversy, I state 
a few facts for the sake of the truth, k: 1iowing that 
only good can come of {t. Asarule, we are slow 
to arrive at an unpalatable truth, because we 
purposely take the wrong road—intentionally losing 
ourselves. Race prejudice is the weakest. most 
common, and hence most formidable obstruction 
met by the advocates of a common schoo! education, 
especially forthe negro, The apparent paradox of 
the above assertion will |vanish upon a little re- 
flection. 

It does seem—for too often that learning to read 
and write, like a dose of medicine, at first disorders 
the negro—unfitiing him Jor manual:labor, as some 
claim higher education draws the white man’s 
efforts from the farm to the professions. The rea- 
sons are obvious and almost identical in both cases. 

So soonas the negro iearns enough to secure 
employment at better prices because of his limited 
education than he can obtain as a common 
field baad, who is surprised that he leaves the 
farm? When able to procure-a teacher’s license, is 
it any wonder the colored graduate hesitates 
whether he will use the “‘birchen scepter,’’ temper 
ed with moral suasion, at fifty doilara per mouth, 
or pull the hoe and speed the plow for one-fifth of 
that sum’? The highly educated white man becomes 
so from long years of hard study aud closest appli- 
cation, Heisin love with his work. When the 
formative period of his life is spent among books 
not directly treating of the orchard, the garden, the 
field and the fiocks, when his inclinations, tastes 
and pleasures all lead into a contrary course, who 
that kuows anything ofmen and life can expect 
this man to develop into a tiller of the soil? 

The educated negro is elevated above his brother 
as the learned white man rises above his kind. 

The solution to the trouble tly easy. Make com- 
mon school education general. Ifal! can read and 
writ will the farm suffer? Ifailthe whites could 
be equally educated (a thingimpossibie) who d ubs 
there would be more farmers? Certainly, there 
would be ore progressive ones. It is very like 
givi ng a'iimenan equal amo uD t oOo: money. The 
= an most intent upon secon tall ng money would 
draw from his tellows more given to ease, 

At present the conditions of the educated and un} 
tang ht negro are too different. Time and teaching 
will ecualize them, and remove Watcher's anxiety.
